Tornado Tears Over Arkansas, 
Alabama and Mississippi. 

Twenty Lives Lost in Alabama 
and Several In the Other 
States. 



Memphis, March 18. — A terrifi 
wind-storm swept over Alabama 
Mississippi and Arkansas to-day 
doing immense damage and killing 
a number of people. The storms 
covered a radius ot several hun- 
J miles, destroying telegraph 
wires, cutting off communication 
with the affected country. 

Cleburne county, Ala., suffered 
most severely, the storm there as- 
suming the proportions of a torna- 
do. Reports ot fatalities in that 
county vary from six to twenty. 
Many were injured at Sellers, 
la. 

Much damage was done at Rob Pj 
Roy, Ark. One w?.S killed several 
badly injured. Dumas. Ark., was 
practically wiped out and several 
other towns suffered severely. 

One person is reported killed at 
Hickory Flat, Miss. Farm houses 
in that vicity suffered heavily. 

It is not unlikely that many fatal- 
ities occurred which have not been 
reported.

New York, March 18. —Through 
n incessant rain to-day, their ef- 
forts hindered by choking smok.

J. D. Rockefeller, themoney CWir of 
the world, is said to be about to 
retire from active iudeutification with 
the Standard Oil Company, says a 
Philadelphia telegram. This doeB 
uot meau that he will sell his interest 
iu the buisuess of the great monop 
olj, but simply that he will retire 
from the direction of the company 
and leave its interests iu the hands of 
Col. O. H. Payne. 

The reason for the contemplated 
actiou is the desire of Mr. Rockefeller 
for relief from the active cares of 
busiueBe. He will still devote his 
l^afl^t tent ion to the conduct of his own 
Br^ersoual business and in so doing 
f will still be actively before the com- 
mercial world. If be could he would 
gladly abandon this, too, but he has 
been grasped by the huge oetupui 
which he has reared, aiid to release 
r-«^ v 'his hold upon it now is practi- 
cally impossible.

If it does not 
it soon will, for it is increasing at a 
remarkable rate.His income is upward 
of $40,000 a day or over $14,000,000 
in a year. At this rate alone leaving 
aside the marvelous profitB which 
he makes through the appreciation 
and depreciation of his stocks, he

history of the world. 

His history is most extraordinary. 
When he started in the wor.d, he hail 
scarcely a penny. His accumulation 
of money was at first slow.but through 
bis marvelous shrewdness he acquired 
a hundred thousand dollars in ten 
years. Had he ceased his efforts 
then he would have beeu a millionaire 
to-day, so well devised were hi* in 
Vestments. But he did not. Where 
he had laid tin foundation for a 
million, he raised beside it similar 
constructions on a larger scale. To- 
day, as a result of that marvelous 
foresight, not unmixed with a little 
ingenuity and a little good fortune, 
he has attained his present position 
a modern Croesus. 
Rockefeller's millious have been 
largely made through the Staudard 
Oil Company, Ho has bteu the mov- 
ing spirit and largest holder iu the 
company. He has operated the 
wholesale monoply which the com 
pany represents and he alone knows 
how valuable the stock really is. It 
is safe to sav the present quotations 
of the stock market, $46'' a share, for 
it is not too low. Nor have those 
who hae believed it to be too high 
found it profitable to act upon this 
belief iu the purchase and sale of 
the stock. 

Rockefeller's interest in the Sand- 
ard Oil Comp.iuy is represented by 
fully £150,000,000, $25,000,000 repre 
Bents iron interests kindred to the 
Standaul Oil Compauy, while $5,000, 
000 represents his interest in natural 
gas industries and in the lead trust, 
all growing out of the Standard Oil 
Company's business. 

The rest of his wealth is invested in 
real estate, iu railways.iu trauspota- 
tion lines, banks and miscellaneous 
securities but these represent hardly 
$65,000,000. 

The vastness of interests may be 
better appreciated when it is realized 
that he has controlled in the past 
geat railway systems as perfectly as 
if they were toys in his nursery, 
that he owned every oil car iu the 
United States and 20,000 miles of oil 
tubing, that he has two hundred 
steamers owned outright by him and 
ei 70,000 delivery wagons, that he 
employs ovei 1,000,000 meu and cou 
trols the income of at least as mauy 
Truly, he is the most influen- 
tial man in the L'uited States to day.

In traveling over the country, one 
is surprised to see as many dead 
fowls along the highway and in 
the fence corners as there are. 
They are every where, and it is no 
wonder disease is sometimes Spread, 
and that there are chickens eating 
Itett, eati and hogs. Too many un- 
thinking gad a dead hen under the 
roost and at once cany it a little 
distance from the premises, and 
throw it away. The hungry dog 
passing that way finds it. and car- 
ries it back to the house, and culti- 
ates a taste for poultry. If the dog 
does not find it the house cat will, 
and she may fall in the habit of 

eating chickens whenever her taste 
call* for it. Should the eat or dog 
fail, -nine old sow will wander by 
that place, and instead of eatifJg 

what she wants and saying noth- 
ing she at once gathers the dead 

hen in her mouth, and -la rti squeal- 
ing toward- the rest of the herd, 
and soon all fall in line. A number 
of them get bloodthirsty and chicken 
Hiagry, and SOOn there are a score 
MT more ot chicken eating hogs on 
he fa n ri. 

To avoid these conditions it is a 
good plan to either bury or cremate 
every dead fowl. If this rule is 
adopted, there will be fewer cats, 
dogs, and hogs with a chicken ap- 
petite. It may be a good plan to 
throw the head or the legs where 
such animals may get them. By- 
being careful along the line, we 
may save many fowl*. — The Homc-

United States Stands Second In 
the List of Producers. 



Since 1870 the coal product of the 
I'nited States has increased nine 
times and the exports of coal have 
increased sixteen times. Then we 
supplied 17 per cent of the world s 
fuel; now we supply 25 per cent, 
Great Britain still stands at the 
head of the coal producers, with an 
average of 185,000,001) tons. The 
United States is second, with an 
average of 132,000,000, and Prance 
27.000 tons. 

Both the area and the quantity <>f 
coal production has increased in 
the United States. In 1H7U coal 
was mined in only 2<> states, while 
in 1897 it was mined in thirty-two: 
in 187D Pennsylvania was the only 
state producing anthracite. Now 
we get it from Rhode Island. Vir- 
ginia. Colorado and New Mexico al- 
so. The most rapid increase has 
been in the south. In 1870 Alaba- 
ma mined but 11.000 tons of coal: in 
18*>7 5,361,000 tons. Kentucky 
jbmped from 150,000 tons to 3,216, 
OOO^ton s ^Tennessee ;, f rom C 133, 000 
to"2,500rOQO.tons, and^Virgi nia from

Their eggs are great for fertility- 
some often hatching 100 per cent 
I have never had any to hatch be.

There are several breeds of Buffs, 
viz., the Buff Plymouth Rock, Buff 
Cochin, Buff Wyandotte, but none 
can compare with the Buff Leghorn, 
our general purpose fowl. 

Then, again, commission mer- 
chants want yellow skinned fowls. 
They find them in the Buff Leg- 
horn. They are a general purpose 
fowl for the reason that on good 
range they will pick up a greater 
part of their living; They are the 
most active foragers known. From 
the time they leave the shell they 
grow rapidly, are very hardy, 
strong, active, healthy, mature ear- 
ly, and are in most cases free from 
diseases. 

During moulting, when other 
breeds succumb to the strain on the 
tern by losing their feathers and 
putting on a new coat, they take on 
their new plumage quickly and 
show little signs of debility. The 
cocks are very proud, making love 
to the hens when three months old. 
One fancier says when size of 
hicks and chickens and Sgg pr<>- 
luction are taken into considera- 
tion, the Buff Leghorn surpasses 
any other breed. What else could 
combine to make a general purpose 
fowl than this/ 

Thev are fit for a king. The fowl
